STUDIO A WILL -- WILL BE PERFORMING. NEXT. AND SO THE
WAY THAT KIND OF WORKS ITSELF OUT IN SECTION, WE
HAVE A BUILDING THAT BECOMES ABOUT 50 FEET HIGH ON
THE SOUTH AND WEST PORTION OF THE BLOCK, AND OFFICE
COMPONENT WRAPS THE REAR, NORTH PORTION OF THE
BLOCK AND THE EAST PORTION. THE 50-FOOT HIGH SECTION
OF THE -- OF THE PROJECT IS INTENDED TO BE VERY
SPECIFICALLY IN SCALE AND SOMEWHAT IN CHARACTER,
CONNECTED TO -- TO THE VOLUME OF -- THE VOLUMES OF
CITY HALL. AND THE OFFICE COMPONENT TO THE NORTH
AND EAST CONNECTS VERY SPECIFICALLY WITH THE HEIGHT
OF THE AMLI APARTMENT BUILDING AS WELL AS THE -- THE
CSC BUILDINGS. AND -- AND ABOVE THAT, THE -- THE HOTEL -
- THE HOTEL COMPRISES 11 FLOORS OF HOTEL ROOMS,
THEN ON TOP OF THAT, THERE ARE 14 FLOORS OF
CONDOMINIUMS. THE SOUTHERN EXPOSURE OF THOSE
CONDOMINIUMS AND THE HOTEL ARE SUCH THAT WE HAVE
BALCONIES THAT TAKE ADVANTAGE OF -- OF THE SUNLIGHT
IN THAT THEY BLOCK IT OUT, IN THE SUMMERTIME, AND
ALLOW IT IN IN THE WINTERTIME. AND THE SPACE THAT'S ON
TOP OF THE VENUE AS WELL AS ON TOP OF THE USES
SURROUNDING THE VENUE WILL BE MOSTLY A GREEN ROOF.
SO | WOULD LIKE TO -- TO INTRODUCE GALE VITORI AT THIS
POINT WHO IS WITH THE CENTER FOR MAXIMUM POTENTIAL
BUILDING SYSTEMS TO TALK A LITTLE BIT ABOUT OUR -- OUR
GREENING OF THE PROJECT.

I'M NOT GOING TO HAVE TO PUSH ANY BUTTONS. THANK
YOU, ARTHUR. GOOD AFTERNOON MAYOR, MAYOR PRO TEM,
CITY MANAGER, COUNCILMEMBERS. WE HAVE BEEN PART OF
THE CONCEPTUAL DEVELOPMENT OF THIS PROJECT.
UNDERSTANDING THAT INCORPORATING GREEN FEATURES
IS REALLY AN IMPERATIVE, NOT ONLY FOR THIS PROJECT
BUT FOR ANY BUILDING IN THIS CENTURY GIVEN THE



MAGNITUDE OF RECOGNIZE OF ECOLOGICAL AND HEALTH
CONCERNS RELATED TO THE BUILT ENVIRONMENT. WE ARE
COMMITTED TO DELIVER A LEAD CERTIFIED BUILDING. IT'S
LOOKING VERY PROMISING IN TERMS OF WHAT THAT
CERTIFICATION LEVEL WILL BE AND WE WILL BE ABLE TO
PROVIDE YOU WITH ADDITIONAL INFORMATION AS WE GET
FURTHER INTO THE DESIGN PROCESS. SOME OF THE KEY
ELEMENTS THAT HAVE BEEN INTEGRATED INTO THE
PROJECT TO DATE, AS ARTHUR JUST MENTIONED, THE
GREEN ROOFS, IN FACT THE VEGETATION IN GENERAL
THAT'S VERY PROMINENT WITH THIS PROJECT WILL CREATE
NOT ONLY A VERY LUSH PLACE FOR PEOPLE TO GO VERY
CONDUCIVE TO GATHERING OF PEOPLE, BUT IT WILL ALSO
BE SIGNIFICANT IN TERMS OF CURBING URBAN HEAT ISLAND
EFFECT AND ALSO MITIGATING STORM WATER. BOTH OF
THOSE ARE IMPORTANT ISSUES IN TERMS OF ANY
DOWNTOWN DEVELOPMENT PROJECT IN AUSTIN. IN
ADDITION, THE GREEN EXCESSIVE AMOUNT OF GREEN
GROWING MATERIALS ON THE PROJECT WILL ALSO HELP TO
BE A BUFFER RELATIVE TO AIR QUALITY AND EMISSIONS IN A
VERY URBAN ENVIRONMENT WITH A LOT OF VEHICLES. SO
WE LOOK AT THIS BEING A POSITIVE ASSET TO THE
DOWNTOWN ENVIRONMENT IN THAT WAY. IN ADDITION, WE
ARE PAYING CLOSE ATTENTION TO THE KINDS OF
MATERIALS THAT ARE GOING TO BE USED FOR THE BUILDING

AND HEALTH OF THE OCCUPANTS AS WELL AS
PRODUCTIVITY FOR PEOPLE WORKING THERE. IN ADDITION
WE ARE IDENTIFYING GREENHOUSE KEEPING AND
MAINTENANCE PROTOCOLS AS STANDARD PRACTICE FOR
THE PROJECT. AND WE WILL BE EMPLOYING A SERIES OF
STATE-OF-THE-ART ENERGY AND WATER EFFICIENT
TECHNOLOGIES THAT WILL ALSO MAKE THIS PROJECT VERY
MUCH AN EXAMPLE OF GOOD, ECOLOGICAL STEWARDSHIP.
FINALLY, WE REALIZE THE OPPORTUNITIES IN TERMS OF
MANAGING WASTE, BOTH ON THE CONSTRUCTION END AND
DURING OPERATIONS OF THE BUILDING AND WE WILL
DEVELOP AGAIN PROTOCOLS TO MAXIMIZE THE DIVERSION



OF ANY WASTE GENERATED IN THE PROJECT.

THAT LEVEL OF ABOUT 55 FEET. AND RISING ABOVE THAT,

HOTEL AND CONDOMINIUM. AND THE WAY AS | POINTED OUT
BEFORE, THE SOUTH ELEVATION OF THIS PROJECT HAS
BEEN CONCEIVED, THERE ARE SOME OF THE HOTEL ROOMS,

BUILDING, WHICH IN THE SUMMER MONTHS WHEN THE SUN

BUSINESSES IN AUSTIN'S FLOODPLAINS. HERE ARE A FEW
EXAMPLES OF PROJECTS THAT ADDRESS CREEK FLOODING,
INCLUDING REGIONAL DETENTION PONDS, CHANNEL
MODIFICATIONS, FLOOD WALLS AND BUYOUTS. THESE ARE
THE PRIMARY STRATEGIES TO PROTECT OUR CITIZENS
FROM FLOODING. THE TWO PHOTOS AT THE BOTTOM OF THE
SLIDE TOOK 360 HOMES OUT OF THE FLOODPLAIN AT A COST
OF AROUND $25 MILLION. | KNOW THAT SEVERAL OF YOU

YEAR WHERE YOU WERE ABLE TO MEET SOME VERY HAPPY

REGARDS TO LOCALIZED FLOOD HAZARD MIT MITIGATION,
AFTER EVERY RAINFALL CITIZENS COMPLAIN ABOUT
DRAINAGE. MANY ARE OLD AND UNDERSIZED. THIS IS
ESPECIALLY TRUE IN SUBDIVISIONS CONSTRUCTED BEFORE
1974, THE YEAR THE CITY FIRST ESTABLISHED DRAINAGE
REGULATIONS TO ADDRESS FULLY DEVELOPED
CONDITIONS. DURING A STORM, WHEN THESE STORM
DRAINS REACH CAPACITY, FLOOD WATERS RUN ON TO

COMPLAINTS ABOUT STORM DRAIN PROBLEMS. PROPOSED
BOND WILL PROVIDE FUNDING TO CONSTRUCT NEW STORM
DRAIN SYSTEMS AND TO UPGRADE AND ENLARGE EXISTING
SYSTEMS ACROSS AUSTIN. FUNDING IS ALSO INCLUDED IN
OUR PROJECT COSTS TO PAY FOR PUBLIC WORKS RELATED
STREET RECONSTRUCTION PROJECTS IN THE SAME VICINITY
AS OUR STORM DRAIN PROJECTS. AGAIN, ANOTHER EFFORT



TO INTEGRATE ACROSS NOT ONLY OUR WATERSHED
MISSIONS, BUT ALSO THE MISSIONS OF OTHER
DEPARTMENTS. THERE ARE HUNDREDS OF LOCATIONS
THROUGHOUT AUSTIN WHERE HOMES, BUSINESS
BUSINESSES, ROADWAYS AND YARDS ARE THREATENED BY
CREEK EROSION AND WIDENING. IN ADDITION TO BUYOUTS,
CHANNEL STABILIZATION PROJECTS ARE THE MOST USED
TO FIX THE PROBLEMS. SINCE EVERY STORM HAS A
CAPACITY TO ERODE BANKS NRKS SOME CASES PROJECTS
MUST BE FUNDED ON AN EMERGENCY BASIS. IN FACT,
THERE WERE TWO EXAMPLES ON THIS SLIDE WHERE IN THE
PAST YEAR COUNCIL HAS AWARDED EMERGENCY FUNDS TO
THE DEPARTMENT TO MOVE FORWARD WITH THESE
PROJECTS, INCLUDING THE FORT BRANCH CREEK AT MANOR
ROAD, EMERGENCY CREEK BANK RECONSTRUCTION
PROJECT. AND THEN ALSO THE MANOR CIRCLE EMERGENCY
CREEK BANK RECONSTRUCTION PROJECT IN TANNEHILL
BRANCH AND THIS ONE AT THE BOTTOM PROTECTED TWO
FOUR-PLEXES AT THE CREEK BANK. AND IF YOU LOOK AT
THE PICTURE ON THE BOTTOM LEFT-HAND SIDE YOU CAN
SEE THAT THE CREEK BANK WAS ACTUALLY STARTING TO
ERODE UNDER THE FOUNDATION OF THIS LARGE FOUR-
PLEX. THE PROJECTS THAT YOU SEE ON THE RIGHT AFTER
PROJECTION COMPLEX ARE ALMOST COMPLETE. THEY'LL
REQUIRE THE REVEGETATION THAT WE TYPICALLY DO
ABOVE THE LIMESTONE AREA TO COME IN AND GREEN THE
BANKS UP. AND AGAIN, THAT GOES RIGHT TO OUR
DEDICATION TO THE INTEGRATED APPROACH AND ALSO TO
USING SUSTAINABLEABLE DESIGNS WHERE THEY WILL
ESTABLISH VEGETATION, NATIVE VEGETATION ABOVE THE
NATIVE LIMESTONE BLOCKS ON OUR PROJECTS. IN
REGARDS TO WATER QUALITY PROTECTION, WITH
INCREASES IN IMPERVIOUS COVER KS URBANIZATION DID HE
GRADES THE QUALITY OF OUR LOCAL CREEKS, SEVERELY
IMPACTS THE NATURAL CHARACTER OF OUR CREEKS,
REDUCE WATER QUALITY AND DESTROY HABITAT. WATER
QUALITY RETROFITS AND RECHARGE PROJECTS WILL
ATTEMPT TO REVERSE THESE IMPACTS AND PROTECT OUR
WATERWAYS INTO THE FUTURE. THE PRIORITIES AND THE
STAFF'S NEEDS ASSESSMENT REFLECTED THE RESULTS OF
OUR MASTER PLANNING PROCESS, WHICH INCLUDED A
CITIZENS ADVISORY GROUP AND SEVERAL PUBLIC



MEETINGS. THE MASTER PLAN IDENTIFIED PROBLEM
SEVERITY AS THE PRIMARY FACTOR. OTHER FACTORS
CONSIDERED INCLUDED OVERALL PUBLIC BENEFIT AND AN
EMPHASIS ON DRAINAGE INFRASTRUCTURE. FOLLOWING
THE BOND ELECTION, THE DEPARTMENT WILL WORK WITH
THE BOND OVERSIGHT COMMITTEE TO APPLY THE SAME
CRITERIA TO APPLY ANNUAL APPROPRIATIONS OVER THE
SIX YEAR BOND EXPENDITURE PERIOD. THIS MAP SHOWS
THE ORIGINAL NEEDS ASSESSMENT PROJECTS. ONE OF THE
PROJECT SELECTION CRITERIA AS WE MOVED FORWARD
WAS TO LOOK AT GEOGRAPHIC DISTRIBUTION. AS YOU CAN
SEE, THE PROPOSED PROJECTS ARE DISTRIBUTED WELL
ACROSS THE CITY. AS WE PREPARE THE PROJECT PRIORITY
LIST, WE WILL CONTINUE TO MAINTAIN A GEOGRAPHIC
DISTRIBUTION ON AN ANNUAL BASIS. IN REGARDS TO OUR
CURRENT CASH FUNDING, RECENT INCREASES IN THE
DRAINAGE UTILITY RATES HAVE BEEN DEDICATED TO
MAINTENANCE WORK AND CASH TRANSFERS FOR CAPITAL
PROJECTS. FOR THE PAST FIVE YEARS, MAINTENANCE
FUNDING HAS INCREASED FROM 6.3 MILLION TO 9.5 MILLION,
FUNDING CITY CREWS AND THEIR WORK TO MAKE DIRECT
IMPROVEMENTS OUT IN THE FIELD IN AREAS RELATED TO
STORM DRAINS OR POND MAINTENANCE AND OUR OPEN
WATERWAY MAINTENANCE.

THE MASTER PLAN DID NOT ENVISION THAT DRAINAGE
UTILITY SUPPORT ALONE WOULD BE SUFFICIENT TO
SUPPORT IDENTIFIED INFRASTRUCTURE NEED. DEMAND TO
MAINTENANCE FUNDING WILL CONTINUE TO INCREASE AS
THE NEED FOR CREEK VEGETATION CONTROL, POND
MAINTENANCE, STORM DRAIN CLEANING AND REHAB AND
WATERWAY MAINTENANCE CONTINUES TO GROW. IN
RESPONSES TO THE BOND PACKAGE GOAL WE HAVE
DEVELOPED A PROPOSAL FOR $95 MILLION OF DRAINAGE
PROJECTS. THIS GRAPH COMPARES MASTER PLAN FUNDING
NEEDS TO DRAINAGE FEE ONLY FUNDING AND TO FUNDING
WITH THE DRAINAGE FEE SUPPLEMENTED BY 95 MILLION
DOLLARS' WORTH OF BONDING SPREAD OUT OVER SIX
YEARS. THE MASTER PLAN FUNDING NEED ESTIMATED
ABOUT $20 MILLION PER YEAR, WHICH IS SHOWN IN BLUE,
AND SHOWS A CUMULATIVE REQUIREMENT OF ABOUT 260
MILLION IN THE YEAR 2013, THE YEAR WHEN THE



ANTICIPATED BOND FUNDING WOULD BE SPENT. RELYING
ON DRAINAGE FEES ONLY, THE LINE SHOWN IN RED, OVER
THAT SAME TIME FRAME, PROVIDES A CUMULATIVE AMOUNT
OF $150 MILLION IN 2013 OR ABOUT $110 MILLION SHORT OF
THE PROJECTED MASTER PLAN NEED. ADDING THE 95
MILLION BOND FUNDING TO DRAINAGE FUNDING, WHICH IS
THE LINE SHOWN IN GREEN, RESULTS IN ALMOST 250
MILLION IN CUMULATIVE FUNDING AT THAT POINT, TAKING
US MUCH CLOSER TO THE 260-MILLION-DOLLAR GOAL FOR
THE COMBINED MASTER PLAN FUNDING LEVEL. AND SO
MAYOR AND COUNCIL, WITH 95 MILLION DOLLARS' WORTH OF
BONDING AND COMBINING THAT WITH THE AVAILABLE
DRAINAGE UTILITY FUNDING, THESE ARE SOME OF THE
BENEFITS THAT WE HOPE TO EXPERIENCE OVER THE NEXT
SIX YEARS AS WE IMPLEMENT THAT LEVEL OF FUNDING FOR
CAPITAL PROJECTS. FOR FLOOD CONTROL OVER 1300
HOMES AND ROADWAYS POTENTIALLY REMOVED FROM THE
FLOODPLAIN. LOCALIZED FLOODING, OVER 71,000 LINEAR
FEET OF NEW STORM DRAIN INSTALLED AND 225 HOMES,
YARDS AND STREETS WITH REDUCED FLOOD HAZARD.
AGAIN, WE'RE COLLABORATING WITH PUBLIC WORKS ON
THIS BOND PACKAGE, AND FOR THE FIRST TIME FUNDING IS
BEING INCLUDED TO DO THE TYPE OF STREET
RECONSTRUCTION IN THESE AREAS WHERE LOCALIZED
FLOOD PROJECTS ARE IDENTIFIED. AND THAT IS AS
OPPOSED TO JUST GOING BACK IN AND CREATING THE
TRENCH WORK AND JUST OVERLAYING ACROSS THE
TRENCH. WE WOULD ESSENTIALLY BE LOOKING AT THE
ROADWAY, EITHER THE ENTIRE LANE OR AN OVERLAY
ACROSS THE STREET. FOR EROSION CONTROL, OVER 350
PROPERTIES, UTILITIES AND ROADWAYS WERE REMOVED
FROM EROSION THREAT AND 1700 -- 17,500 LINEAR FEET OF
STREAM BANK STABILIZED. FOR WATER QUALITY
PROTECTION WE HOPE TO HAVE AROUND 3,500 WATER
QUALITY ACRES TREATED. COUNCIL, THIS CONCLUDES THE
PORTION, THE DRAINAGE PORTION OF THE PRESENTATION.
UNLESS YOU HAVE ANY QUESTIONS, | WILL NOW TURN IT
OVER TO SONDRA CREIGHTON, THE PUBLIC WORKS
DIRECTOR. >>

Leffingwell: HAVE YOU ALREADY GIVEN US OR DO YOU PLAN
TO GIVE US A LIST OF SPECIFIC PROJECTS THAT COMPRISE
THIS 95 MILLION?

THE STAFF CAN PREPARE THAT LIST AND WE DO HAVE THAT
LIST. WHAT WE ANTICIPATE IS THAT THAT LIST WILL BE A
DYNAMIC LIST AS WE LEARN MORE ABOUT THE PROBLEMS
AND THE SEVERITY OF THE PROBLEMS, WHICH IS THE
PRIMARY RANKING FACTOR. AND COUNCIL WILL SEE THAT
LIST ON AN ANNUAL BASIS AS WE PROPOSE OUR CIP PLAN.
THE ENVIRONMENTAL BOARD WILL SEE IT, YOU WILL SEE
THE PROPOSED BUDGET AND YOU WILL ALSO SEE IT AS THE
PROJECT FUNDING IS AUTHORIZED FOR DESIGN AND FOR
CONSTRUCTION. YES, WE DO HAVE THAT LIST.

Leffingwell: THANK YOU.

Mayor Wynn: COUNCILMEMBER MCCRACKEN.

McCracken: MR. PANTALION, ON THE BENEFITS AND NEEDS
FOR THE DRAINAGE AND WATER QUALITY INFRASTRUCTURE,
CAN YOU DESCRIBE FOR US -- YOU MENTIONED THAT THE
INFRASTRUCTURE WOULD HELP REDUCE THE FLOODING

McCracken: SO CAN YOU DESCRIBE FOR US WHAT IS THE

BENEFIT TO HOMES AND BUSINESSES THAT HAVE BEEN
SELLING THESE -- FOR THIS INFRASTRUCTURE?

McCracken: CAN YOU DESCRIBE THE BENEFITS TO HOMES
AND BUSINESSES OF INSTALLING THIS STORM WATER
INFRASTRUCTURE?

SURE. IN REGARDS TO PROVIDING STORM DRAIN
INFRASTRUCTURE, WE WOULD BE CONSTRUCTING THESE
UPGRADES AND NEW STORM DRAINS IN AREAS THAT ARE
CURRENTLY FLOODING. SO WHAT WE WOULD HOPE TO DO IS
PROVIDE A LEVEL OF SERVICE WHERE THERE WOULD NOT
BE FLOODING UP TO THE 100 YEAR STORM IF WE WERE ABLE
TO GET THAT TYPE OF SYSTEM IN PLACE. CERTAINLY FROM
THERE IS THE MISSED CHANCES OF HAVING TO CLEAN OUT
OUR HOUSE AND DAMAGED FURNITURE ON A YEAR TO YEAR

FLOODPLAIN, PER SE, THERE MAY HAVE BEEN SOME

BE FORCED TO COME TO -- TO A COUNCIL MEETING TO GET
A FLOODPLAIN VARIANCE. IN THOSE CASES WHERE THE
FLOODPLAIN IS REDUCED, YOU WOULD HAVE TO NO LONGER
DO THAT. IN THOSE AREAS WHERE OUR CUSTOMERS ARE
CURRENTLY HAVING TO PAY FOR FLOOD INSURANCE, IF WE
ARE ABLE TO IMPLEMENT PROJECTS, THAT TAKES THEM OUT

McCracken: SO IN OTHER WORDS, IF WE'RE ABLE TO INSTALL
THE DRAINAGE -- IF YOU INSTALL DRAINAGE AND STORM
WATER INFRASTRUCTURE AND WATER QUALITY
INFRASTRUCTURE, THAT HAS THE EFFECT OF REMOVING
CERTAIN HOMES AND BUSINESSES FROM THE FLOODPLAIN,
IS THAT IS THAT CORRECT?

THAT IS CORRECT.

McCracken: AND DOES THAT MAKE -- LET ME ASK YOU THIS:
WHAT ARE THE WATER QUALITY BENEFITS TO INSTALLING
WATER QUALITY INFRASTRUCTURE SUCH AS WHAT YOU'VE
DESCRIBED IN YOUR PRESENTATION?

SURE. FOR THE MOST PART THE WATER QUALITY



COMPONENTS IN THIS BOND PROPOSAL ARE ESSENTIALLY
SUPPLEMENTAL ITEMS TO THE LARGER FLOOD AND
EROSION PROJECTS WHERE WE'RE TRYING TO INTEGRATE,
BUT IN THOSE CASES WHAT WE WOULD BE LOOKING AT ARE
TRYING TO PUT DEVICES EITHER AT STORM DRAIN INLETS
OR THINGS LIKE A (INDISCERNIBLE) TO REALLY PREVENT
THE TYPE OF AESTHETIC IMPACT THAT TRASH HAS ON OUR
WATERWAYS, ALSO DEPENDING ON OTHER TYPES OF
WATER QUALITY CONTROLS, WE MAY PUT ON SUCH AS SAND
FILTERS OR EVEN WET PONDS WE WOULD BE ABLE TO
REDUCE POLLUTE ANT LOADINGS TO OUR CREEK, WHICH
WOULD DEFINITELY HELP THE HEALTH OF THE AQUATIC
HABITAT AND CERTAINLY THE CREEKS WHERE OUR
CITIZENS, OUR KIDS PLAY IN THE CREEKS, IT WOULD MAKE IT

McCracken: IN FACT, WHAT WOULD BE THE NEGATIVE IMPACT
ON WATER QUALITY IF WE FAILED TO INSTALL THIS WATER
QUALITY INFRASTRUCTURE?

| THINK THE MASTER PLAN SAID IT VERY CLEARLY, THAT
WITH INCREASING IMPERVIOUS COVER COMES CONTINUED
DEGRADATION OF OUR CREEKS FOR THAT. THE RATHER
WHERE RAINFALL WOULD FALL AND IS INTO THE GROUND,
THAT WOULD NOW HIT A ROOFTOP OR PARKING LOT AND
FLOW INTO THE CREEK. SO DURING DRY WEATHER YOU
WOULD NOT HAVE THAT BASE FLOW, THE CREEKS WOULD
NOT RUN OR FLOW AS LONG AFTER A RAINFALL EVENT. SO
REALLY IT'S A MATTER OF TRYING TO PREVENT YOUR
CREEKS FROM ESSENTIALLY BECOMING AN URBAN
DRAINAGE CHANNEL.

McCracken: | THINK | WAS ASKING A DIFFERENT QUESTION.
MAYBE IT WASN'T, BUT WHAT I'M TRYING TO FIGURE OUT IS
IF WE DON'T INSTALL THE WATER QUALITY
INFRASTRUCTURE, WHAT IS THE IMPACT ON WATER QUALITY
IF WE FAIL TO INSTALL THAT TYPE OF INFRASTRUCTURE?
DOES IT EQUAL MORE POLLUTION OR LOST OPPORTUNITY
DUE TO IMPROVED WATER QUALITY?

| THINK IT'S BOTH OF THOSE, COUNCILMEMBER. CERTAINLY
AS WE'RE OUT THERE, ONE OF THE THINGS THAT WE
COMMITTED TO AND OUR CITIZENS ADVISORY GROUP AND



THE ENVIRONMENTAL BOARD WAS VERY ADAMANT WAS
THAT AS WE WENT OUT THERE TO FIX THESE FLOOD AND
EROSION PROJECTS THAT WE INCORPORATE WATER
QUALITY COMPONENTS INTO THEM SO THAT WE DON'T LOSE
OUR MISS AN OPPORTUNITY JUST FROM A COST
EFFECTIVENESS SCENARIO, BUT THERE WILL BE WHERE
THOSE OPPORTUNITIES ARE NOT TAKEN ADVANTAGE OF A
MISSED OPPORTUNITY TO IMPROVE WATER QUALITY IN OUR
CREEKS.

McCracken: AND THERE'S A REASON WHY | ASK THESE
QUESTIONS IS BECAUSE THERE WILL BE A CHARTER ITEM IN
FRONT OF THE VOTERS OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN, CHARTER
ITEM NUMBER 2, WHICH WOULD REQUIRE THE CITY TO
PRIORITIZE INVESTMENTS IN NEW INFRASTRUCTURE THAT
WOULD HAVE ANY EFFECT OF | GUESS SUBSIDIZING
BUSINESS OR PROPERTY VALUES. IT WOULD REQUIRE US TO
NOT -- TO PRIORITIZE IT AWAY FROM THE BARTON SPRINGS
ZONE AND IN FACT NOT ENTER INTO ANY TYPE OF
AGREEMENT THAT WOULD HAVE THE EFFECT OF
SUBSIDIZING ANY TYPE OF DEVELOPMENT IN THE BARTON
SPRINGS ZONE. SO WHAT WE'VE HEARD FROM YOU TODAY
IS THAT INSTALLING DRAINAGE AND STORM WATER
INFRASTRUCTURE IMPROVES WATER QUALITY, BUT THE
FAILURE TO INSTALL THAT DRAINAGE IN WATER QUALITY
INFRASTRUCTURE ACTUALLY LEADS TO REDUCED WATER
QUALITY AND THAT BY TAKING HOMES AND BUSINESSES

REDUCES THEIR FLOODING RISK AND THERE BY MAKES
THEM MORE REDEVELOPABLE AND SAFER PLUS PLAISES,
REDUCES THEIR FLOOD RISK AND IMPROVES THEIR VALUES.
AND I'VE LOOKED AT THE MASTER PLAN THAT YOU HAVE
HERE ON PAGE 14, AND WHAT IT SHOWS IS THAT THE
PRIORITY PROJECTS, THE IMPROVED WATER QUALITY AND
IMPROVED PUBLIC SAFETY INCLUDES QUITE A FEW
PROJECTED PROJECTS IN THE BARTON SPRINGS ZONE. SO
MY READ OF THE PROPOSED CHARTER ITEM NUMBER 2 1S
THAT WE WOULD HAVE TO DRAW BASICALLY A BOX AROUND
THE BOTTOM LEFT QUADRANT OF THIS AND NOT DO ANY OF
THESE PROJECTS, INCLUDING IT LOOKS LIKE TWO MAJOR
WATER QUALITY PROJECTS AND A NUMBER OF STORM
DRAINAGE AND EROSION CONTROL AND MULTIOBJECTIVE



PROJECTS. JUST TO KIND OF SHOW THAT THE CITY HAS

GOOD AFTERNOON, MAYOR, MAYOR PRO TEM,
COUNCILMEMBERS, I'M SONDRA CREIGHTON, DIRECTOR OF
THE PUBLIC WORKS DEPARTMENT. AND I'LL BE REVIEWING
THE TRANSPORTATION NETWORK. THE OBJECTIVES TO BE
ACHIEVED THROUGH THE PROPOSED BOND FUNDING AND
CRITERIA FOR PRIORITIZING THE PROJECTS. MY FOCUS WILL
BE ON THE EXISTING ROAD NETWORK WITH OUR OBJECTIVE
BEING TO PRESERVE OUR EXISTING INVESTMENTS. OUR
TRANSPORTATION NETWORK INCLUDES A GROWING
INVENTORY OF CLOSE TO 7,000 LANE MILES OF ROADWAYS.
320 BRIDGES, OVER 800 SIGNALIZED INTERSECTIONS, 2500
MILES OF SIDEWALKS, AND 50 MILES OF BIKE ROUTES. THE
7,000 LANE MILES OF ROADWAYS IN THE CITY STREET
NETWORK ALONE ARE VALUED AT ABOUT $2.3 BILLION. THIS
SLIDE SHOWS A BREAKDOWN BETWEEN ARTERIALS,



COLLECTORS AND RESIDENTIAL STREETS ALONG WITH THE
DAILY USAGE THAT OUR KNIT WORK GETS. BURNET ROAD
AND MANOR ROAD ARE A COUPLE OF EXAMPLES OF
ARTERIALS WHICH OF COURSE CARRY THE HIGHEST
VOLUMES OF TRAFFIC. ROADS LIKE STECK AVENUE AND
NORTHEAST DRIVE THAT TIE INTO THESE ARTERIALS ARE
CONSIDERED COLLECTORS. AND RESIDENTIAL STREETS
THEN TIE INTO THE COLLECTORS AND THEY CARRY EVEN
LESS TRAFFIC. NOW | WOULD LIKE TO PROVIDE YOU WITH
MORE DETAILED INFORMATION ON THE CONDITION OF OUR
ROAD NETWORK, SINCE IT FORMS THE LARGEST
COMPONENT OF THE CITY'S TRANSPORTATION
INFRASTRUCTURE. WE USE A GRADING SYSTEM FOR OUR
ROADS SIMILAR TO WHAT SCHOOLS USE, WITH A-B
EXCELLENT AND F BEING FAILED. AS YOU CAN SEE FROM
THIS CHART, 73% OF THE ROADS ARE CURRENTLY IN
EXCELLENT TO FAIR CONDITION. THE ONLY REMEDY FOR
THE 27% OF ROADS IN THE POOR AND FAILED CATEGORY IS
TOTAL RECONSTRUCTION OF THE ROAD. THE COST TO
RECONSTRUCT THIS BACKLOG IS ABOUT $750 MILLION. IF WE
DON'T INVEST NOW TO RECONSTRUCT THE INSATISFACTORY
ROADS, THE FAILED INVENTORY WILL CONTINUE TO
INCREASE AND COULD EVENTUALLY OUT NUMBER THOSE IN
SATISFACTORY CONDITIONS. THESE PICTURES SHOW YOU
WHAT A FAILED ROAD LOOKS LIKE. THIS ROAD IS TYPICAL OF
THE CONDITION OF FAILED ROADS IN AUSTIN. THE
DETERIORATION IS EVIDENT IN THE CRACKED, POTHOLED
AND UNEVEN SURFACE OF THE ROAD. YOU CAN SEE IN THE
LOWER PICTURE THAT THE ROAD HAS BEEN PATCHED
NUMEROUS TIMES, JUST IN AN EFFORT TO KEEP IT
DRIVABLE. AND OF COURSE, THIS DIVERTS OUR PREVENTIVE
MAINTENANCE CREWS FROM BEING ABLE TO DO
PREVENTIVE MAINTENANCE WORK, AND THEY'RE INSTEAD
REALLOCATED TO DO THIS TYPE OF BAND-AID EMERGENCY
WORK. MANY OF THE STREETS ON THE BOND LIST LOOK
EXACTLY LIKE THIS. ONE OF THE MEASURES WE USE TO
EVALUATE ROADS TRANSLATES THE TYPES OF SURFACE
CHARACTERISTICS YOU SEE BEFORE YOU IN THIS PICTURE
INTO A SURFACE DISTRESS INDEX, ANOTHER MEASURE WE
USE IS THE RIDE COMFORT INDEX. BOTH OF THESE
MEASURES HAVE BEEN CONVERTED TO OUR PAVEMENT
INFORMATION MANAGEMENT SYSTEM BY THE SYSTEM INTO



A PAVEMENT QUALITY INDEX. AND FROM THAT WE RANK
OUR STREET SEGMENTS INTO DIFFERENT CONDITIONS. OF
COURSE, WE ALSO USE OTHER FACTORS IN OUR RANKING
CRITERIA SUCH AS COST, GEOGRAPHY AND THE AVERAGE
DAILY TRAFFIC TO DO THE FINAL RANKING. AND THIS IS THE
SAME CRITERIA THAT WE'LL BE BRINGING FORWARD TO THE
BOND OVERSIGHT COMMITTEE FOR SELECTING PROJECTS.
BASED ON OUR PROJECTED NEEDS, WE'RE RECOMMENDING
THE INCLUSION OF $85 MILLION IN THE 2006 BOND FOR
STREET RECONSTRUCTION. $85 MILLION WILL ALLOW US TO
RECONSTRUCT ABOUT 129 MILES OF ROADS. WILL ALMOST
HALF OF THOSE BEING RESIDENTIAL STREETS. NOW, OVER
THE PAST FEW YEARS WE'VE BEEN ABLE TO MAKE GOOD
HEADWAY IN REPAIRING OUR ARTERIALS AND COLLECTORS,;
HOWEVER, WE'VE NOT ADDRESSED OUR RESIDENTIAL
STREETS. MANY OF THE RESIDENTIAL STREETS IN THE CITY
HAVE HAD LITTLE ATTENTION SINCE THEY WERE ORIGINALLY
BUILT IN THE 1950'S. WE'LL ALSO BE ADDRESSING SEVERAL
HIGH PRIORITY ALLEYS, BRIDGES AND CULVERT PROJECTS.
AND THE NOTE AT THE BOTTOM OF THIS SLIDE IS
PARTICULARLY IMPORTANT. UNDER THE A.D.A., WHENEVER
WE CONSTRUCT A SEGMENT OF A ROADWAY, WE'RE
REQUIRED TO UPGRADE IT TO A.D.A. STANDARDS BY
INSTALLING NEW SIDEWALKS AND RAMPS, SO WE'LL ALWAYS
BE DOING THAT AS WE CONSTRUCT THESE ROADS. AS PART
OF THE $85 MILLION, WE'LL ALSO BE INCLUDING FUNDING
FOR NEW SIDEWALKS AND RAMPS AS WELL AS BIKEWAYS.
AND AS JOE PANTALION MENTIONED EARLIER, WE ALSO FOR
THE FIRST TIME WILL BE INCLUDING REPLACEMENT OF
DETERIORATED STORM SEWER SYSTEMS. SO BY TAKING
THIS COMPREHENSIVE APPROACH TO OUR
INFRASTRUCTURE AND THE RIGHT-OF-WAY, WE CAN
ACHIEVE COST EFFICIENCIES AND ALSO HAVE LESS IMPACT
ON THE CITIZENS. THE NEXT GRAPH SHOWS HOW $85
MILLION FOR STREET RECONSTRUCTION WILL IMPACT THE
CONDITION OF THE STREET NETWORK. AS YOU CAN SEE,
WITH THIS LEVEL OF INVESTMENT, THE OVERRULE
TREATMENT WILL REMAIN FAIRLY STEADY, HOWEVER IT
DOES DID HE GRADE SLIGHTLY OVER THE SIX-YEAR PERIOD.
AND NOW I'D LIKE TO MOVE ON TO TRAFFIC SIGNALS. WE
CURRENTLY HAVE 831 SIGNALIZED INTERSECTIONS IN THE
CITY'S TRANSPORTATION NETWORK. ONLY 590 OF THESE



ARE CONNECTED TO THE CITY'S STATE OF THE HEART
TRAFFIC MANAGEMENT CENTER. HAVING AN INTERSECTION
TIED INTO THE CENTER ALLOWS US TO REMOTELY MANAGE
TRAFFIC SITUATIONS. WE CAN ALSO RESPOND TO SIGNAL
MALFUNCTIONS AS QUICKLY AS POSSIBLE TO REDUCE
TRAFFIC DELAYS, AND IT ALLOWS US TO IMPLEMENT
REVISED SIGNAL TIMING QUICKLY TO ADDRESS CHANGES IN
TRAFFIC PATTERNS. BEFORE INSTALLING A NEW TRAFFIC
SIGNAL, MINIMUM CRITERIA ESTABLISHED BY THE STATE OF
TEXAS MUST BE SATISFIED. THOSE CRITERIA ARE BASED ON
TRAFFIC VOLUMES, AVERAGE DELAYS, PEDESTRIAN
ACTIVITY AND ACCIDENT HISTORY. WE'RE RECOMMENDING
EIGHT MILLION DOLLARS FOR TRAFFIC SIGNALS. THIS WILL
ALLOW US TO COMPLETE THE CONNECTION OF THE
SIGNALIZED INTERSECTIONS TO THE TRAFFIC MANAGEMENT
CENTER. IT WILL ALSO PROVIDE THE FUNDING WE NEED TO
INSTALL 15 NEW SIGNALS THAT ARE ADDED EACH YEAR AS
THE CITY CONTINUES TO GROW. AND WE'LL DO SOME
UPGRADES ON THE SIGNALS AT SEVERAL INTERSECTIONS.
AND NOW I'D LIKE TO TALK TO YOU ABOUT SIDEWALKS AND
RAMPS. FOR THE PAST FEW YEARS WE'VE HAD A VERY
AGGRESSIVE PROGRAM TO CONSTRUCT NEW SIDEWALKS
AND CURB RAMPS. OVER THE LAST SEVEN YEARS WE'VE
CONSTRUCTED OVER 25 MILLION DOLLARS' WORTH OF NEW
RAMPS AND SIDEWALKS. NEXT YEAR AN ADDITIONAL FIVE
MILLION DOLLARS WILL BE APPROPRIATED FROM THE 2000
BOND PROGRAM FOR MORE NEW SIDEWALKS AND RAMPS.
HOWEVER, WE HAVE NOT ALLOCATED ANY FUNDING TO FIX
DETERIORATED, EXISTING SIDEWALKS, RAMPS AND CURBS
AND GUTTERS. THROUGH THE PEDESTRIAN MASTER PLAN
INITIATIVE WE'LL BE DEVELOPING A GRADING AND
PRIORITIZATION SYSTEM FOR EXISTING SIDEWALKS AND
RAMPS THAT REQUIRE PLACEMENT AND ON THE SLIDE YOU
CAN SEE THE DIFFERENT TYPES OF CRITERIA WE'LL BE
USING IN OUR RANKING SYSTEM. OUR RECOMMENDATION,
WHICH INCLUDES $8.1 MILLION FOR SIDEWALKS, RAMPS AND
CURB AND GUTTER REPAIRS, WILL FOR THE FIRST TIME
BEGIN ADDRESSING OUR EXISTING INFRASTRUCTURE. THIS
BOND WILL ALLOW US TO MAKE THOSE REPAIRS IN A MORE
COMPREHENSIVE RATHER THAN AN EMERGENCY AND
PIECEMEAL MANNER. AND AS | MENTIONED EARLIER, WE'VE
MADE A SIGNIFICANT INVESTMENT IN NEW SIDEWALKS AND



A.D.A. RAMPS OVER THE PAST FEW YEARS. WE'VE DONE
THIS USING A COMBINATION OF VARIOUS SOURCES OF
FUNDING. FOR THE 2006 BOND PROGRAM; HOWEVER, WE
NEED TO BRING OUR OLDER, EXISTING PEDESTRIAN
INFRASTRUCTURE UP TO PAR. THE LAST CATEGORY I'LL
COVER IS THE BIKE LANE NETWORKS. THE CITY'S BIKE PLAN
IDENTIFIES EVERY 600 MILES OF BIKE ROUTES WITHIN THE
CITY. TO DATE LESS THAN 15% OF THE BIKE PLAN HAS BEEN
IMPLEMENTED; HOWEVER, WE HAVE FUNDING IDENTIFIED
FOR SEVERAL PROJECTS THAT WILL SIGNIFICANTLY
IMPROVE BICYCLE MOBILITY. WE STILL HAVE $10 MILLION
FROM THE 2000 BONDS, ALONG WITH $8.6 MILLION FROM
QUARTER CENT AND STATE AND FEDERAL GRANTS. WE ARE
RECOMMENDING AN ADDITIONAL $2 MILLION BE INCLUDED IN
THE 2006 BOND PROGRAM TO ALLOW US TO SUPPLEMENT
THE EXISTING FUNDING THAT WE DO HAVE FOR BIKE
FACILITIES. AND MY FINAL SLIDE SHOWS -- SUMMARIZES OUR
RECOMMENDATION FROM THE -- FOR THE 2006 BOND. IT
ALSO PROVIDES YOU WITH OTHER INFORMATION ABOUT
OTHER SOURCES OF FUNDING FOR TRANSPORTATION
PROJECTS. THE FIRST COLUMN SHOWS HOW WE WOULD
BREAK DOWN THE 2006 BOND, STARTING WITH $85 MILLION
FOR STREET RECONSTRUCTION. THE NEXT THREE COLUMNS
SHOW FUNDING AMOUNTS THAT EITHER HAVE NOT YET
BEEN APPROPRIATED OR ENCUMBERED. YOU CAN SEE THAT
THERE'S STILL QUITE A BIT OF FUNDING REMAINING FOR
NEW STREET IMPROVEMENTS IN THE VARIOUS FUNDING
CATEGORIES, AND QUITE A BIT OF MONEY LEFT FOR BIKE
WAYS, HOWEVER, IN THE AREA STREET RECONSTRUCTION
AND OTHER CATEGORIES, LITTLE REMAINS. AND WHAT DOES
REMAIN SHOULD BE UNDER CONTRACT WITHIN THE NEXT
ONE OR TWO YEARS. IN SUMMARY, MY TOTAL
RECOMMENDATION FOR TRANSPORTATION BOND IS $103.1
MILLION. WE RECOGNIZE THAT COUNCIL HAS MANY
INTERESTS TO BALANCE IN DECIDING THE FUNDING
AMOUNTS TO EACH AREA. WITH THAT IN MIND, WE'VE
CAREFULLY CONSIDERED OUR RELIGIOUS. THIS
INVESTMENT WILL ALLOW US TO RECONSTRUCT FAILED
ROADS THROUGHOUT AUSTIN, COMPLETE THE CONNECTION
OF OUR SIGNALS TO THE TRAFFIC MANAGEMENT CENTER,
REPLACE DETERIORATED SIDEWALKS AND INSTALL NEW
BIKEWAYS, ALL WITH THE OBJECTIVE OF PRESERVING OUR



VITAL TRANSPORTATION NETWORK, WHICH IS VALUED AT
$3.6 BILLION. THANK YOU VERY MUCH AND I'D BE GLAD TO
ANSWER ANY QUESTIONS YOU MIGHT HAVE.

FOR NEW STREET IMPROVEMENTS AND INTERSECTION
IMPROVEMENTS.

HIGHWAY PROJECTS WERE COMING THROUGH AND ALL THE
JURISDICTIONS WERE LOOKING FOR THEIR MONEY
TOWARDS THEIR PERCENT OR OBLIGATION ON RIGHT-OF-
WAY PURCHASE. SO THE VERY FIRST BIG CHUNK OR SLUG
OF THIS MONEY WENT INTO THE PURCHASE OF RIGHT-OF-
WAY. THEN THE REMAINING MONEY REALLY WENT INTO
THREE DIFFERENT CATEGORIES. THERE WAS SOME MONEY
THAT WAS DEDICATED FOR SIDEWALKS, SOME FOR
BIKEWAYS AND THE REMAINDER WAS ALL HAD TO GO INTO
SOMETHING THAT IMPROVED THE CAPACITY OF THE
ROADWAY. SO THAT WOULD THEN NOT ALLOW US TO DO IT
FOR STRAIGHT RECONSTRUCTION PROJECT. IT HAS TO BE A
CAPACITY IMPROVING PROJECT.

AND WE DO HAVE A NUMBER OF PROJECTS THAT WE'VE
ALLOCATED FOR THAT FUNDING THAT ARE UNDER DESIGN
AND IN VARIOUS STAGES OF THAT DESIGN. TSM
INTERSECTION IMPROVEMENTS AND ALSO SOME WIDENING
PROJECTS AND ROAD IMPROVEMENT PROJECTS.

SO ADDING A LANE, ADDING A TURN LANE, BUILDING A NEW
ROAD, ALL OF THOSE WOULD BE CAPACITY IMPROVING.

Alvarez: BUT THAT WOULD INCLUDE TSM?

YES. AND WE HAVE A NUMBER OF INTERSECTION
IMPROVEMENTS THAT WE HAVE PROGRAMMED FOR THAT
FUNDING.

Alvarez: DID WE GET A RESPONSE TO THAT QUESTION OR
ARE WE GOING TO? I'M REALLY LOOKING FOR THE SPECIFIC
LANGUAGE THAT SAYS THIS IS ALL -- THIS IS THE ONLY



THING THESE FUNDS CAN BE USED FOR.

ABSOLUTELY. GREG HAS BEEN WORKING WITH THE
ATTORNEYS TO GET A SPECIFIC DEFINITION OF IT AND HE
CAN SPEAK TO THAT.

COUNCILMEMBER, YES, WE'RE ACTUALLY FINALIZING YOUR
QUESTION. THERE WAS ONE OUTSTANDING IF WE COULD
USE THE 2000 BOND MONEY FOR TRAFFIC SIGNALS, AND WE
HAVE CONFIRMED THAT WE CAN. SO WE'RE JUST GOING TO
FINALIZE THAT QUESTION. YOUR QUESTION WAS
SPECIFICALLY COULD WE USE IT FOR GREAT STREETS, FOR
INTERSECTION IMPROVEMENTS, FOR RIGHT-OF-WAY
MATCHES, FOR STREET IMPROVEMENTS AND THE ANSWER
IS YES. BUT WE CAN NOT USE IT AS SONDRA AND THE CITY
MANAGER MENTIONED, WE CANNOT DO THAT. WE CANNOT
USE THE FUNDS FOR STREET RECONSTRUCTION.

MY QUESTION --

Alvarez: MY QUESTION WAS IF YOU LOOK AT -- | THINK IT WAS
PREVIOUS POWERPOINT WHERE IT SHOWED WHAT
RECOMMENDED BY THE BOND ADVISORY COMMITTEE, AND
IT WAS FIVE OR SIX CATEGORIES. AND MY QUESTION WAS
CAN ANY OF THESE FUNDS BE USED TO FUND SOME OF
THOSE ACTIVITIES. AND THAT WAS THE BASIS FOR MY
QUESTION, BUT I'M JUST -- | REALLY WOULD LIKE TO KNOW IF
THE ANSWER IS YES, THAT'S TR GREAT, IF IT'S NOT, THEN
WHAT IS THE BASIS FOR THAT.

THE GENERAL ANSWER TO THAT IS YES, EXCEPT FOR
STREET RECONSTRUCTION.

| THINK THE CONCEPT BEING THAT SIGNALIZATION --
SYNCHRONIZATION PROJECTS HELP WITH THE FLOW OF
TRAFFIC AND HENCE CAN HELP WITH CAPACITY
IMPROVEMENTS, AND | THINK THAT'S PROBABLY WHY OUR
INTERPRETATION ALLOWS IT THERE.

Alvarez: OKAY, THANK YOU.

ALL RIGHT. SO | THINK WE CAN PROBABLY GO TO THIS NEXT
SLIDE AND TRY TO WRAP UP THE DISCUSSION HERE. SO



COUNCIL, WHAT YOU CAN SEE IS ON, GOING BACK REALLY
RIGHT WHERE WE BEGAN THE PRESENTATION, WE HAVE
DIVIDED THE DISCUSSION UP INTO TWO PRIMARY AREAS.
FIRST STARTING WITH INVESTING IN OUR EXISTING
INFRASTRUCTURE IN THREE DIFFERENT CATEGORIES AND
TODAY YOU'VE HEARD ABOUT TWO OF THOSE, DRAINAGE
AND TRANSPORTATION. AND FOLLOWING UP WITH THE
SECOND CATEGORY OF INVESTING IN OUR FUTURE, NEW
FACILITIES, THE DISCUSSION OF THE NEW CENTRAL
LIBRARY, AFFORDABLE HOUSING, OPEN SPACE, ALL THE
THINGS THAT TALK ABOUT WHAT WE'RE GOING TO BE
PUTTING NEW ON THE TABLE FOR BONDS. THE GOAL WAS
TO TRY TO NARROW THE DOLLAR AMOUNT DOWN TO
SOMETHING BETWEEN ABOUT FIVE OR 530 MILLION. AND SO
IF YOU CAN SEE WE'RE BEGINNING TO TRY TO FILL A
SMALLER BUCKET, AND THE FIRST TWO DOLLAR AMOUNTS
ON OUR RECOMMENDATION WILL BE 95 MILLION FOR
DRAINAGE AND 103.1 MILLION FOR TRANSPORTATION.
THAT'S 27.1 MILLION LESS THAN WAS RECOMMENDED BY
THE BOND ADVISORY COMMITTEE IN DRAINAGE, BUT IT'S 4.2
MILLION MORE THAN WHAT RECOMMENDED IN
TRANSPORTATION. AND AS YOU SEE ON THE SLIDE, WE JUST
HAVE THE FIRST SORT OF BOTTOM LAYER OF THE BUCKET
FILLED AS WE BEGIN MOVING THROUGH THIS DISCUSSION
PIECE BY PIECE. THE NEXT PRESENTATION WE'LL BE
BRINGING YOU AT THE NEXT COUNCIL MEETING WILL BE
APRIL 6TH, AND IT WILL BE THE LAST SECTION OF THE

Kim: CITY MANAGER, | HAVE A QUESTION BACK TO THE ISSUE
OF THE MAINTENANCE OF STREETS,, THE GOAL IS EIGHT
PERCENT. WHAT IS THE IDEAL GOAL AND HOW MUCH WOULD
THAT COST FOR OUR ONGOING ANNUAL EXPENDITURE? AND
CAN YOU GIVE US THE RATIONALE FOR THAT?

SURE. SONDRA, YOU'VE BEEN WAITING FOR THIS QUESTION.
DIRECTORS ALWAYS LOVE TO HEAR WHAT THE IDEAL
QUESTION THAT SAYS WHAT'S THE IDEAL. REMEMBER TO



ADD THE COST TO THE IDEAL. [ LAUGHTER ]

THE IDEAL AMOUNT FOR US TO MAINTAIN ON AN ANNUAL
BASIS WOULD BE 10% OF THE NETWORK, TO DO PREVENTIVE
MAINTENANCE ON THE NETWORK. AND OF COURSE,
CURRENTLY BECAUSE THE COSTS HAVE RISEN QUITE
DRAMATICALLY OVER THE LAST FEW YEARS FOR MATERIAL
COSTS AND THINGS LIKE THAT, WE'RE ONLY ABLE TO
MAINTAIN EIGHT PERCENT OF THE NETWORK. AND SO WE
HAVE SEEN THE NETWORK DECLINING BECAUSE OF THAT. >>

Kim: SO HOW MUCH ARE WE HAVING TO SPEND MORE IN
RECONSTRUCTION BECAUSE WE'RE ONLY DOING EIGHT
PERCENT VERSUS 10%? IS THERE LIKE A BACK OF THE
ENVELOPE CALCULATION OR HOW DOES ONE DETERMINE
THAT?

IF WE CAN GO BACK TO THE CHART WITH THE -- WITH THE
BAR CHART THAT SHOWS THE CONDITION ASSESSMENT.

AND WHILE WE'RE DOING THIS, THERE ARE MANY DIFFERENT
COMBINATIONS THAT YOU CAN DO, A CERTAIN PERCENT OF
PRERENT ACTIVE AND A CERTAIN PERCENT OF
RECONSTRUCTION AND YOU'RE ALWAYS LOOKING FOR
WHAT THAT IDEAL BALANCE IS BETWEEN TWOT TO TRY TO
HOLD YOU. ONE, YOU ALWAYS WANT TO TRY TO AT LEAST
HOLD LEVEL AND THEN YOU ARE TRYING TO MAKE A GAIN
ON THOSE FAILING ROADS.

IF YOU LOOK AT THIS PARTICULAR CHART, YOU CAN SEE
THAT THERE ARE ALMOST 2,000 LANE MILES OF ROADWAYS
IN FAIR CONDITION. IF WE DON'T HAVE ENOUGH
MAINTENANCE MONEY, PREVENTIVE MAINTENANCE MONEY
TO DEVOTE TO MAINTAINING THOSE, THEY'LL SOON BE
SLIDING INTO THE D CATEGORY. TO MAINTAIN -- TO PROVIDE
PREVENTIVE MAINTENANCE ON A ROAD, IT CAN COST ABOUT
9 OR $10,000 TO DO A SEAL COAT, ABOUT $75,000 A LANE
MILE TO DO AN OVERLAY. ONCE IT GOES INTO THE POOR
CATEGORY, IT'S $500,000 A LANE MILE. SO THAT'S A VERY
DRAMATIC IMPACT. NOW, ONCE IT GOES INTO THE
CATEGORY, THOUGH, THE ONLY REMEDY IS TO
RECONSTRUCT THE ROAD, SO YOU HAVE NO OTHER
CHOICE. SO IT'S VERY IMPORTANT OF COURSE TO PROVIDE



THE PREVENTIVE MAINTENANCE, BUT YOU HAVE TO HAVE A
FUNDING MECHANISM TO BE ABLE TO DO THAT AND TO BE
ABLE TO KEEP UP WITH THE RISING COSTS. WE HAVEN'T
RAISED THE TRANSPORTATION FEE FOR ABOUT FOUR
YEARS.

AND THAT'S PART OF WHAT GETS YOU TO THE SLIDE ON 24,
WHICH SHOWS WE'RE NOT QUITE MAKING IT THERE, BUT
WE'RE CLOSE OF HOLDING YOU AT LEAST LEVEL IN KEEPING
THE SATISFACTORY CONDITION. WHERE DOES IT SHOW
THAT WE'RE CLOSE? WE HAVE THE RED LINE.

WHAT SHE'S SPEAKING TO IS OUR GOAL IS TO KEEP OUR
70% OF THE NETWORK IN SATISFACTORY CONDITION, SO
WE'VE MANAGED TO DO THAT, BUT THERE IS NOT LOSING --

WE'RE NOT LOSING GROUND.

WE'RE NOT LOSING GROUND.

WITH EIGHT% WE'RE NOT LOSING GROUND.

WITH EIGHT PERCENT WE ARE LOSING GROUND.

YOU SEE THE SLIGHT DECLINE IN THE LINE? IT'S NOT QUITE
LEVEL, BUT YOU'RE PRETTY CLOSE RIGHT HERE. WHAT
YOU'RE NOT REALLY DOING IS GAINING GROUND. YOU'RE
NOT MAKING HEADWAY ON CLEARING UP THAT BAR CHART
OF TRYING TO MAKE HEADWAY ON THOSE ROADS THAT ARE
POOR AND FAILED. ALL THE ROADS WOULD BE AN A, B AND
C.

NOT ALL. REMEMBER, IF YOU GO BACK TO THE BAR CHART
AGAIN, GO BACK TO 21, YOU'VE ONLY GOT ABOUT THREE-
QUARTERS OF YOUR ROAD IN A, B AND C CONDITIONS, AND
THAT'S WHAT THAT BAR CHART IS SHOWING YOU YOU'RE
HOLDING.

BUT AGAIN, THE SATISFACTORY ROADS CAN BE HANDLED
THROUGH PREVENTIVE MAINTENANCE AND BY HAVING A
STRONG PROGRAM THAT PREVENTS ROADS FROM SLIPPING
INTO THE UNSATISFACTORY CATEGORY WHERE THE ONLY
REMEDY IS A SIGNIFICANT BOND TO GO OUT AND



RECONSTRUCT THE ROADS THAT ARE COSTING FOUR AND
FIVE HUNDRED THOUSAND DOLLARS A LANE MILE. BUT ONCE
THEY GO INTO THAT UNSATISFACTORY CATEGORY, THERE'S
ONLY ONE REMEDY. AS YOU SAW FROM THE OTHER SLIDE,
YOU KNOW, THEY LOOK LIKE THIS, A FAILED ROAD. THE
ONLY REMEDY IS TO COMPLETELY RECONSTRUCT THE
ROAD AND THE OTHER PROBLEM IS WE SPEND A LOT OF
OUR PREVENTIVE MAINTENANCE RESOURCES JUST GOING
AROUND PATCHING POTHOLES TO KEEP IT DRIVABLE. BUT A
ROAD LIKE THIS YOU CAN'T GO OUT AND DO PRERENT
ACTIVE MAINTENANCE ON, FOR EXAMPLE. YOU COULD DO
AN OVERLAY ON THIS ROAD, BUT WITHIN A YEAR IT WOULD
BE ALL CRACKED AND FALLING TO PIECES AGAIN. SO IT'S
BEYOND THE POINT OF BEING ABLE TO DO PREVENTIVE
MAINTENANCE. IF YOU DON'T GO AHEAD AND RESHINGLE
YOUR ROOF AND YOU JUST LET THE WATER START LEAKING

ROOFING STRUCTURE, WHICH IS VERY EXPENSIVE.

AND | GUESS THAT'S WHAT THE CHALLENGE THE COUNCIL
HAS IS WITH OUR LIMITED RESOURCES, MAKE SURE OUR
ROADS ARE MAINTAINED SO WE DON'T HAVE TO
RECONSTRUCT THEM AND IT WOULD BE MUCH MORE
ACCEPTABLE FOR THE TAXPAYERS. AND S.0.S. THAT WHAT
WE DEAL WITH YEAR IN AND YEAR OUT, BUT WHAT IS THAT
PERCENTAGE AND WHAT DOES IT GET US AND WHAT ARE
WE NOT GETTING AS A RESULT OF NOT GOING TO THE FULL
10% OR EVEN PUTTING EVERYTHING INTO EITHER AN
EXCELLENT, GOOD OR FAIR CATEGORY.

THAT'S IT, EXACTLY. AND 10% -- THE SHORT ANSWER IS 10%
IS THE STANDARD THAT YOU TRY TO HOLD TO. AND OVER
THE YEARS WE HAVE DROPPED BACK TO ABOUT EIGHT
PERCENT. AND THAT SHOWS -- THAT GETS YOU TO THAT

EFFICIENCY UNITS FOR LOW INCOME PERSONS WITH
MENTAL DISABILITIES AT 6607 AND 7102 GUADALUPE
STREET, SUBJECT TO ENVIRONMENTAL ASSESSMENT AND
COMPLIANCE WITH APPLICABLE FEDERAL REGULATIONS,

75-FOOT LEVEL OR IS IT GRANDFATHERED AT AN UNLIMITED

IT'S NOT GRANDFATHER TO A LIMITED HEIGHT. AS |
UNDERSTAND, THEY WANT TO TAKE DOWN THE EXISTING
TOWER AND PUT UP A NEW TOWER THAT EXCEEDS THE
LIMITS THAT ARE OUTLINED CURRENTLY BY OUR CODE. AND
THAT'S THE REASON WHY IT'S HERE TODAY. AT ONE POINT
THE PRIOR OWNER OR MAYBE THE SAME OWNER ACTUALLY
APPLIED FOR AND RECEIVED A VARIANCE TO GO UP TO 120
FEET, BUT IT WAS NOT UTILIZED, SO THEY BUILT AT A



LESSER HEIGHT. ALTHOUGH THE VARIANCE WAS GRANTED,
THE VARIANCE DOES NOT LAST FOR MORE THAN THAT ONE-
YEAR PERIOD. SO THEY BUILT UNDER PERHAPS A
DIFFERENT ORDINANCE, DIDN'T UTILIZE THE 120 FEET AND
THAT'S WHAT PRESENTS YOU WITH THE TOWER THAT

NO LONGER CAN BE USED BY THE PROPERTY OWNER. THE
SOLUTION TO THEIR SITUATION TODAY IS TO FILE FOR A

A WAY TO MAKE THIS CONTINGENT ON THERE BEING
MULTIPLE USERS, YOU KNOW, ON A PARTICULAR TOWER?

OUR ORDINANCE ACTUALLY ENCOURAGES MULTIPLE USERS
ON A SINGLE TOWER RATHER THAN HAVING MULTIPLE
TOWERS WITH INDIVIDUAL TENANT ARRAY. SO THAT IS
SOMETHING WE ACTUALLY ENCOURAGE IN A CODE TO HAVE

Alvarez: 85?

YES, SIR.

Alvarez: AND YOUR REQUEST IS TO GO TO WHAT HEIGHT?
BECAUSE | BELIEVE THE NEIGHBORHOOD SAID THEY
WANTED TO LEAVE IT AT 100 OR SET IT AT 100 FEET? |
HEARD YOU TALK ABOUT AN EXTRA 15 FEET, IS THAT RIGHT?

THE MAXIMUM WE CAN GO WITH THE EXISTING ZONING THAT
THE PLANNING COMMISSION RECOMMENDED WOULD BE 100
FEET.

Alvarez: AND THE NEIGHBORS ARE ASKING FOR IT TO STAY.

THE NEIGHBORHOOD IS ASKING FOR A RESTRICTION ON
THAT. WHAT WE'RE TRYING TO SAY IS SPEAKING ON

CO, AND THE CO BEING A HEIGHT LIMITATION ON THE
TOWER OF 100 FEET?

THE ZONING AND PLATTING COMMISSION DIDN'T ACTUALLY
SPEAK TO A HEIGHT LIMITATION. WHAT THEY DID IS THEY
SAID THAT THE ONLY NONRESIDENTIAL USE WOULD BE A
COMMUNICATIONS TOWER, AND THAT IT WOULD PERMIT
OTHER SINGLE-FAMILY USES AND PROHIBIT MANY OTHER
USES ON THE PROPERTY. SO THEY DIDN'T DIRECTLY LIMIT
THE HEIGHT AS PART OF THEIR MOTION. THEY MADE IT A
COMBINATION THAT WOULD ALLOW THE TOWER TO BE
ERECTED ON THE PROPERTY AND THEN ISSUE A PERMIT
FOR ADDITIONAL HEIGHT ON THE TOWER, BUT THEY DIDN'T

EXISTING TELECOMMUNICATIONS ORDINANCE.

Leffingwell: BUT ACCORDING TO THE RECOMMENDATION, THE
HEIGHT LIMIT ON THE TOWER IS 100 FEET, IS THAT
CORRECT?

THAT'S CORRECT. IF THEY WERE TO GO ABOVE 120 OR
SOMETHING LIKE THAT, THEY WOULD TRIGGER A
CONDITIONAL USE PROCESS, WHICH WOULD REQUIRE A
SITE PLAN TO GO BACK BEFORE THE COMMISSION FOR

NEEDS, IS THAT CORRECT?



YES, SIR, COUNCILMEMBER, POSSIBLE FUTURE NEEDS.

OCCUR AND WHEREAS FLOOD SITUATIONS CAN HAPPEN IN
MINUTES WITH LITTLE OR NO WARNING. AND WHEREAS
MORE THAN HALF OF FLOOD RELATED DEATHS OCCUR
WHEN PEOPLE ARE TRYING TO DRIVE THROUGH SWIFT
WATER AND WHEREAS DURING THE SPECIAL WEEK IT IS
APPROPRIATE TO EMPHASIZE THE ADAGE, TURN AROUND,
DON'T DROWN. MOTORISTS SHOULD TURN BACK IF WATER IS
FLOWING ACROSS THE ROAD OR BARRICADES THAT ARE AT
LOW WATER CROSSINGS. SO NOW THEREFORE I, WILL
WYNN, MAYOR OF AUSTIN, DO HERE BY PROCLAIM THE
WEEK OF MARCH 20TH, 24TH, 2006, THIS WEEK, AS NATIONAL
FLOOD SAFETY AWARENESS WEEK AND CALL ON MR. STEVE
COLLIER FROM OUR EMERGENCY RESPONSE TEAMS TO
TALK ABOUT THE WEEK. STEVE?

THANK YOU VERY MUCH, MAYOR. IF YOU WATCHED THE
NEWS RECENTLY YOU'RE JUST KIND OF INUNDATED WITH
IMAGES OF VARIOUS KINDS OF DISASTERS IN THE
EMERGENCY MANAGEMENT BUSINESS. WE'VE BEEN
CONTINUING TO FOCUS ON HOMELAND SECURITY AND



TERRORISM ISSUES. THEN WE SWITCHED TO CONCERN
ABOUT PANDEMIC FLU, WHICH IS ONE OF THE MOST SEVERE
SITUATIONS WE'RE FACING RIGHT NOW. IN THE LAST FEW
WEEKS WE'VE BEEN LOOKING AT A CATASTROPHIC WILDLIFE
FIRE SEASON IN THE STATE. AND LAST SUMMER WE DEALT
WITH HURRICANES AND AGAIN WE'RE LOOKING AT A VERY
ACTIVE HURRICANE SEASON AND WE'RE ALREADY
BEGINNING TO PLAN OUR HURRICANE SHELTER
OPERATIONS WITH THE STATE. IN THE MIDST OF THAT THE
MOST IMPORTANT THING TO REMEMBER IS FLASH
FLOODING. WE HAVE HAD SOME OF THE MOST SEVERE
RAINFALL EVENTS IN THE UNITED STATES WITHIN 100 MILES
OF WHERE WE'RE SITTING RIGHT NOW AND WE LOSE
PEOPLE EVERY YEAR TO FLASH FLOODING HERE IN THE
AUSTIN, CENTRAL TEXAS AREA. WE HAVE TWO BASIC

FLASH FLOODS DIE IN THEIR VEHICLES IN THE CROSSINGS.
AND THE SECOND MESSAGE IS BE SURE YOU GET A NOAA
WEATHER RADIO SO YOU CAN GET THE MESSAGES AND
WATCHES AND INFORMATION 24/7 DIRECTLY FROM THE
RADIO. | HAVE THREE COHORTS HERE WHO ARE GOING TO
MAKE REMARKS. LARRY IS THE WARNING COORDINATION
METEOROLOGIST FOR THE NATIONAL WEATHER SERVICE IN
NEW BRAUNFELS AND HE'S GOING TO TALK FIRST.

LADIES AND GENTLEMEN, MR. MAYOR, WE INDEED ARE
CONCERNED. WE'VE LEARNED OVER THE PAST 10 YEARS
THAT NEARLY 80 PERCENT OF ALL STORM RELATED DEATHS
ARE DUE TO FLOODING. WE'VE ALSO LEARNED THAT NOW
THE GREATEST THREAT IN A TROPICAL SYSTEM IS NO
LONGER SURGE AT THE COAST, IT'S THE INLAND FLOODING
THAT WE HERE IN CENTRAL TEXAS ARE ALL SO FAMILIAR
WITH. WE'RE IN A DROUGHT, BUT WE'RE SEEING SOME
TRENDS THAT ARE CONCERNING US AS WELL. FIRST OF ALL,
WE'RE MOVING INTO THE TIME OF YEAR THAT'S NORMALLY
OUR HEAVIEST RAIN EVENT PERIOD. SECONDLY, WE'RE
SEEING HURRICANE SEASON APPROACH. WE REMEMBER
WELL WHAT HAPPENED LAST SEASON. THE WORST IN THE
HISTORY OF ALL OUR RECORDS. WE ARE GETTING THE
FIRST FORECASTS ON THIS SEASON, AND THEY ARE WORSE



THAN THE FIRST FORECASTS FOR LAST SEASON. SO THE
NATIONAL WEATHER SERVICE WOULD LIKE TO THANK ITS
PARTNER, THE CITY OF AUSTIN, FOR THIS PROCLAMATION,
MR. MAYOR, AND FOR ALL THE PROACTIVE WORK THAT YOU
DO TO KEEP YOUR CITIZENS SO SAFE. THANK YOU.

PUBLIC INFORMATION OFFICER IN THE WATERSHED
PROTECTION AND DEVELOPMENT REVIEW DEPARTMENT.
SHE HAS BACKED UP OUR EFFORTS OVER THE LAST FIVE
YEARS. WE'VE BEEN HOSTING A FULL WEEK OF ACTIVITIES IN
LATE MAY, OUTREACH ACTIVITIES, AND THIS YEAR THEY'RE
SCHEDULED FOR THE WEEK OF MAY 20TH THROUGH MAY
26TH. A COUPLE OF YEARS AGO WE HOSTED THE WORLD

Mayor Wynn: COUNCILMEMBER KIM.

Kim: LOOKING AT THIS PROPERTY IT IS A SMART HOUSING
DEVELOPMENT THAT IS INSIDE THE CITY. IT HARD TO GET
THESE DEVELOPMENTS DONE. I'M OKAY WITH BUILDING
MAINTENANCE SERVICES, BUT | DO THINK THAT
CONSTRUCTION SALES AND SERVICES SHOULD CONTINUE
TO BE A PROHIBITED USE. WITH CONSTRUCTION SALES AND
SERVICES, COUNCILMEMBERS, IT IS OFTEN USED BY
CONTRACTORS, THAT OPERATE AT ALL HOURS OF THE DAY
AND THEY'RE LIKELY TO HAVE LARGE TRUCKS COMING IN
AND OUT AT ALL HOURS. THIS WAS IDENTIFIED BY CITY
STAFF TO BE AN APPROPRIATE USE NEXT TO SINGLE-FAMILY
HOUSING AND | BELIEVE THE CITY HAS A RESPONSIBILITY TO
OUR RESIDENTS OF AFFORDABLE HOUSING TO ENSURE
THAT THEIR ENVIRONMENT IS SAFE AND FREE OF ANY KIND
OF STIGMA. THE AFFORDABLE HOUSING NEEDS TO BE IN AN
ENVIRONMENT THAT ONE WOULD HAVE THEIR OWN HOME
AND THIS IS A FUTURE USE. IT'S NOT ABOUT THE CURRENT
USE. WE HAD TALKED ABOUT ALLOWING THEM TO CONTINUE
THEIR CURRENT USE AND | BELIEVE THIS ALLOWS THEM TO
DO THAT WITHOUT ADDING CONSTRUCTION SALES AND
SERVICES AS AN ALLOWABLE USE. IF WE DO THAT, IT WILL
BE NOT ONLY A BLIGHT TO THIS AFFORDABLE HOUSING
PROJECT, BUT IT WILL ALSO PUT THE RESIDENTS THERE AT
SOME RISK AS WE HAVE CHILDREN IN THE AREA LIVING NEXT

CURRENTLY TWO OTHER LOCATIONS ON PEACEFUL HILL
ROAD THAT HAVE THE CONSTRUCTION SALES AND
SERVICES OPERATION. CAN YOU VERIFY IF THAT'S TRUE?

WELL, | BELIEVE THAT THE BUILDING USED TO THE SOUTH IS
A FIBERGLASS OPERATION, WHICH | BELIEVE IS ALSO
MANUFACTURING. AND THERE'S AN IMPOUND FACILITY.
THERE MAY BE OTHER NONCONFORMING USES ALONG THE
ROADWAY THAT I'M JUST NOT FAMILIAR WITH, BUT THOSE

Leffingwell: COULD | ASK THE APPLICANT TO VERIFY THAT
STATEMENT?

MY NAME IS PHIL PARKER. THE OTHER TWO USES I'M
SPEAKING OF ARE FURTHER NORTH ON PEACEFUL HILL
LANE. THEY'RE EXISTING USES. THEY'RE NOT ZONED. THEY
ALSO WERE GRANDFATHERED IN. ONE OF THEM IS A
CONCRETE CONTRACTOR WHO HAS A COUPLE OF ACRES OF
OUTDOOR STORAGE AND LARGE VEHICLES. AND THE OTHER
ONE IS A TEMPORARY FENCE COMPANY WHO HAS A
STORAGE FACILITY ALSO COMPLETELY OUTDOORS, AND
THEY DO RUN LARGE TRUCKS IN AND OUT. THEY ARE
ACROSS THE STREET FROM A RESIDENTIAL AREA, A ZONED
NEIGHBORHOOD, AND TO MY KNOWLEDGE THERE'S NEVER
BEEN A COMPLAINT. AND ON OUR CASE TO REITERATE, THIS

Alvarez: QUESTION FOR STAFF ON THE GRANDFATHERRING
ISSUE. IF -- BECAUSE | KNOW THAT IT'S -- YOU KNOW WHAT'S
GRANDFATHERED IS THE EXISTING USE OR ACTIVITY THAT'S
IN PLACE. BUT IF -- IF THERE IS A NEW OR DIFFERENT TYPE
OF COMMERCIAL USE OR ACTIVITY, THAT IS -- THAT IS THE
PROPERTY'S SOLD YOU HAVE A NEW OPENER, A NEW
ACTIVITY, DO THEY HAVE TO COMPLY WITH COMPATIBILITY
STANDARDS OR IS THAT ALSO IN THE GRANDFATHERRING,
THAT PART OF THE GRANDFATHERRING REMAINS IN PLACE
OR HOW ASK THAT WORK?

WELL, THE PROPERTY WOULD BE SUBJECT AND IS SUBJECT
TODAY TO COMPATIBILITY STANDARDS. SO CRIPPEN SHEET
METAL WANTED TO BUILD A NEW BUILDING, EXPAND THEIR
PARKING LOT TO THE REAR BETWEEN THEIR EXISTING

A SAME CONDITIONAL OVERLAYS IMPOSED BY THE ZONING
AND PLATTING COMMISSION, HOWEVER, WE WOULD LIKE TO
HAVE COUNCIL CONSIDER EIGHT UNITS PER ACRE, WHICH
WOULD GIVE US 120 UNITS ON -- ON 15 ACRES OF GROUND.

NAME IS RORY O'MALLLYLY AND I'M HERE ON BEHALF OF THE
HOUSING WORKS COALITION, WHICH IS A COALITION OF
NONPROFIT ORGANIZATIONS, CHURCHES, BUSINESS
LEADERS AND OTHER CITIZENS IN AUSTIN WHO ARE VERY
CONCERNED ABOUT THE CRITICAL NEED FOR AFFORDABLE
HOUSING IN OUR COMMUNITY. WHERE WE KNOW THAT IT'S
ESTIMATED THAT THERE ARE MORE THAN 54,000 FAMILIES
WHO ARE PAYING TOO MUCH FOR THEIR HOUSING, AND
THAT MEANS THEY'RE NEGLECTING OTHER KINDS OF NEEDS.
WHERE A FAMILY WOULD NEED TO EARN $31,000 A YEAR IN
ORDER TO BE ABLE TO AFFORD A TWO BEDROOM
APARTMENT. WHERE THE HOME OWNERSHIP RATE IS AT
ABOUT 48% COMPARED WITH 64% ACROSS THE STATE. AND
THAT IN THE AFRICAN-AMERICAN AND HISPANIC
COMMUNITIES, THE HOME OWNERSHIP RATES ARE EVEN
MUCH LOWER AT 37%. WHERE WE HAVE PERSONS WITH
DISABILITIES WHO TEND TO BE OF VERY LOW INCOMES, WHO
